ing the spirit of its people, has at all 
tim es desired to help the Russian 
people. 
In th at spirit, all its rela­ 
tions w ith Russia, and w ith o th er na­ 
tio n s in m atters affecting the latter's 
in terests, have been conceived and 
governed. 
“T he G overnm ent 
of 
the U nited 
S ta te s was the first governm ent to 
acknow ledge the validity of the revo­ 
lution and to give recognition to the 
provisional governm ent 
of 
Russia. 
A lm ost im m ediately th ereafter it be­ 
cam e 
necessary 
for 
the 
U nited 
S tates to enter the w ar against G er­ 
m any and. in th at undertaking, to 
becom e closely associated w ith the 
A llied nations, including, of course, 
R ussia. 
“ The w ar w eariness of the m asses 
of the 
R ussian 
people 
was 
fully 
know n to this G overnm ent and sym ­ 
p athetically 
com prehended. 
Pru­ 
dence, self interest and loyalty to our 
associates made it desirable that we 
should give moral and material sup­ 
port to the provisional government, 
which was struggling to accomplish 
a two-fold task, to carry on the war 
w ith vigor and, at the same time, to 
reorganize the life of the nation and 
establish a stable government, based 
on the popular sovereignty. 
American Friendship 
“Q uite independent of the m otives, 
how ever, was the sincere friendship 
of th e G overnm ent and the people of 
th e U nited S tates for the great R us­ 
sian nation. The friendship m anifest­ 
ed by R ussia tow ards this N ation in 
a tim e of trial and distress has left 
us w ith an im perishable 
sense 
of 
g ratitude. It wits as a grateful friend 
th a t we sent to R ussia an expert com ­ 
m ission to aid In bringing about such 
a reorganization of th e railroad tra n s­ 
p o rtation system as would re-invtg- 
o ra te the whole of its economic life 
and so add to the well being of the 
R ussian people. 
“W hile 
deeply 
regretting 
w ith­ 
draw al of Russia from the w ar a t a 
c ritica l tim e, and th e disastrous su r­ 
re n d e r at B rest-Litovsk, the U nited 
S ta te s has fully understood th at the 
people of R ussia w ere in no wise re­ 
sponsible. 
“T he United S ta te s m aintains un­ 
im paired in its faith in the R ussian 
people, in their high character and 
th eir future. That they will overcome 
existing anarchy, suffering and desti­ 
tution we do not entertain the slight­ 
est doubt. The distressing ch aracter 
of R ussia’s transition has m any h is­ 
torical 
parallels, 
and 
the 
U hited 
S ta te s is confident th at restored, free 
and United R ussia will again take a 
leading place in th e world, Joining 
w ith the other nations in upholding 
peace and orderly justice. 
‘To Protect Russ Interests’ 
“ U ntil that tim e shall arrive the 
U nited States feels th a t friendship 
and honor require th a t Russia's in te r­ 
e s ts m ust be generally 
protected, 
and th at as far as possible, all deci­ 
sion of final im port on it, and espe­ 
cially 
those 
concerning 
its 
sov­ 
ereignty over the territo ry 
of 
the 
form er R ussian em pire, be held in 
abeyance. 
“By this feeling of friendship and 
honorable obligation to 
the 
great 
nation, whose brave and heoic self­ 
sacrifice contributed so m uch to the 
successful term ination of th e war, 
th e G overnm ent of the United S tates 
w as guided in Its reply to the L ith­ 
u an ian National Council, on O ctober 
15, 1919, and In Its persistent refus­ 
al to recognize the B altic S tates aa 
sep arate nations independent of Rus­ 
sia. The same sp irit was m anifested 
In the note of th is G overnm ent of 
M arch 24, 1920, 
in 
which 
it 
was 
stated , with reference to certain pro­ 
posed settlem ents In the Near E ast, 
th a t ‘no final 
decision 
should 
or 
can be made w ithout the consent of 
R ussia.’ 
“In line with th ese im portant dec­ 
laratio n s of policy, the United S tates 
w ithheld Its approval from the deci­ 
sion of the Suprem e Council a t P aris 
recognizing the independence of the 
so-called republics of Georgia and 
A zerbaijan, and so instructed its rep­ 
resen tativ e 
in 
Southern 
Russia, 
R ear Admiral N ew ton

McCully. 
Finally, while virtually giving recog­ 
nition to the Independence 
of 
Ar- 
w enia, the U nited S tates has taken 


its foreign policy by a loyal friend­ 
ship for Russia. 
We are unwilling 
that, while it Is helpless in the grip 
whose only sanction is brutal force, 
of a non-representative government 
Russia shall be weakened still fur­ 
ther by a policy of dismemberment, 
conceived in other than Russian in­ 
terests.

Mrs. Bushard went to the office of the horticultural commissioner and 
secured some strychnine poison, which will be used in quantities pre­ 
scribed by the county officials.
